18.6 T O ‘juftify the Delay of giving the Or- 
- ‘ der demanded by his Royal Highne(s, 
‘tis furcher fuppos’d That the Emperor has only 
‘ made. over to him the Right which the Srate of 
* Milan might have to acquire the faid Fees: This 
‘ Suppofition is fo contrary to the Text of the 12th 
‘ Article of the Treaty, that ‘tis hard to imagine 
$ how it could be offer’d: However, to give a quick 
Difpatch to this new Difficulty , we put this 
* Dilemma; either the State of Milan has no other 
‘ Right than this of acquiring the Fees of Langues 
‘ in Queftion, or it has others ; if it have only this 
‘Right of acquiring, why’ is fo much Difficulty 
* made to give Order for putting into the quafi Pof- 
‘feifion of it his Royal Highnefs, who has already 
“ the Right by the Grant of 1690 to acquire thofe 
“ Fees preferably to any other Porentate; and if the 
* State of Milan has other Rights, why is it endea- 
* deavour'd to limit them to that of acquiting, con- 
‘ trary ro the Text of the Treaty, which makes over 
* all Rights or Exercife of Rights that the State of 
* Milan may have, by Dependence or by any other 
“ Title whatfoever. Had-the Propofers of this Ob- 
* jeGion given themfelves the Trouble of confider- 
“ing thefe Wofds of the Treaty Sive a pendentic 
* five alio quocunque titulo, they would not certainly 
* have attempted to limit the transferr’d Righ: to the 
Right of acquiring, 
19.‘ To Excule this Delay ‘tis urg’d likewife, 
“that the Srate of Milan has made Oppofition to 
* the Execution of this Article; and that the Rea- 
* fons of char Strate, which have been order’d to be 
* wranfinitted with all {peed to the Imperial Court, 
* ought to be heart. His Royal Highnefs did not 
* indeed expect this new Oppofition; he could not 
‘ forefee that any Hearing would be given to Per- 
* fons that have no manaer of Intereft, as the State 
“of Milan; whether the Minifters of that State 
‘ a& by Order of King Charles HI, which is not 
‘ credible, nor (in plain Terms) true, or whether 
* they act asthe Body of the State independant of 
“ the King’s Orders : Bor, if they act by Order of 
“ his Catholick Majefty, which in Reality they do 
“ nor, bis Ratification of the, Treaty deftroys at once 
“the Oppofition they make; and if they act for 
* the Body of the State independant of the King’s 
* Orders,and by a Power given them by that Body to 
* oppofe the Exccurion of a Contract and ofa Ceffi- 
“on made by his Imperial Majefty and ratify’d by 
* hisCatholick Majefty their Soveraigns,how great is 
theic Temerity, to pretend to queftion their Acti- 
‘ons, contradict their Promifes, and oppofe 
‘ their Will! Let them fay therefore whatever thei: 
‘ Paffion fuggefts, they thall not be anfwer'd on the 
* Part of his Roys! Highnefe, who cannor believe 
* that bis Imperial Mzjefty will hearken to Subjects 
‘ who feck only to deftroy his Engagements. 

‘20. §’Tis ure’d, laftly, in Oppofition to the Exe- 
‘cution of this Article-of the Treaty, that as the 
‘ Emperor cannot make worfe the Condition of 
‘ Vaffals, fo neither can he fubje& them to a Prince 
* without their Confenr. It would be eafie to pro- 
* duce Arguments and Authorities fufficient to prove 
* thar the Emperour can grant the mean Soveraignty 
* soa Prince, efpeciaily io one who is a State of the 
‘ Empire, over immediace Vaffals who live at Di- 
* ance from the Imperial Court, without their 
* Confent, and even agaiuft their Mikd, to main-

* Parts, by the QOppreffion laid on the Subjedts 
‘ which frequently caufes Rebellions, and by the 
* Want of Juitice which is the Source of Diforders. 
‘ Examples are not wanting of like Conceflions ; 
“but ’tis fufficient to mention chat which (for the 
* forefaid Rezfons) the Emperor Maximilian made 
* the firft of April 1503, to Philibert Duke of Savoy, 
of the mean Sovevaiguty of the Couaties of Cr- 
* conato and Radicata, of which fome Vaffals refu- 
* fing to take an Oath to the Duke, the Emperor 
“ commanded them to do it, on pain of his Jucig- 
nation and of Deprivation of their Fees, by Letiers 
* Patents of the roth of September 1504. 

21, * But in this Cafe, the Bufinefs is not to give 
* any new Right ro his Royal Higinefs over the Vaf- 
* falsof the Territories of Langues, ‘tis only to puc 
* him into the quafi ‘Poileffion of the Right which 
* theDukes of Milan have exercis’d over them and their 
* Eftetes ; which is noc making worle the Condition 
‘of the Vaffals, but maintaining ic {uch as itis: 
* That is to fay, if they are under Adherence to 
‘ the Dukes of Milan, that Adkerence 1s transferr'd 
‘to his Royal Highnefs; ifthe Dukes of Milan 
have exercis'd Jurifdidtion over them, or have gi- 
* ven them Invettiture, the Exercife of that Right 
‘ is yielded to bis Royal Highnefs ; who demands no 
* more than to be put into the quafi ?offeffion of the 
‘ Right, or of the Exercife of the Right that might 
‘ belong to the Duke of Milan, the fame having 
‘ been made over to him by his Imperial Majefty. 

22. ‘ We anfwer befides, That it would be ma- 
‘ king worfe the Condition of the Vaffals of the 
* faid Territories of Langues, to allow the State of 
* Milan the Right or Exercife of Right it bas bad 
* till now,feeing thofeTerritories have no furtherCon- 
‘ cern with that State, from which they can no Jon- 
‘ ger receive the Succours and Affifiances they did 
‘ formerly, nor fupply themfelves fiom thence with 
‘ Corn and other things neceffary for fubfifting the 
‘ Inhabitants whofe barrenCountry can furnifh them 
‘ but for afew Months. The Provinces from whence 
* they had thofe Provifions, are at prefent {ubjected 
‘ to his Royal Highnefs: And it may be truly faid, 
‘thatas the principal Motives of the Dependence 
* or Adherence of thofe Vaflals to the Dukes of Mi- 
‘ lan, were the Proximity of their Country to the 
* Territories of the Dukes, from whence they mig he 
* receive Succour in Time of War, and Subfiftance 
‘ and Juftice at all Times; fo thar Proximity ha- 
* ving ceas’d, by the Ceffion of the Provinces of the 
‘ State of Milan that border on tkeir Country, the 
‘ Motives of their Adberences and Dependences are 
‘transferrd to the Poffeffor of the faid Provinces, 
‘namely to his Royal Highnefs; within whofe 
‘ Dominions the Territories of Langues being en- 
* clus'd, neither the Vaffals nor the Country can 
* expect Succour and Subfiftarce but from his Royal 
‘ Highnefs; bur would be depriv’d thereof, had he 
‘ not rhe Right or Exercife of the Right chat might 
‘ belong to the State of Milan: And thus indeed 
‘ their Condition wonld be made worfe, but is far 
‘ from being become fo by the Ceffion made to kis 
Royal Highnefs. 

23. Can ir be doubted, that all thefe Matives 
‘ were not examin’d and weigh'd at the making of 
‘the Treaty, and that Regard was rot had to the 
‘ Utility of the Vaffals and Territories of Langues, 
‘ as well as tothe Honorary Pert of bis Royal High- 
“nefs? It would be an Afperfion on the Memory 
‘ of his Imperial Majefty deceas’d, to fay that this 
* Ceffion was made without knowing what was 
‘ yielded. For upon never fo little Reflection none 
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“his Royal Highnefs the Alexandrin and the Mont-— 
* ferrat, betweea-which the {aid Terricories of Lan- 
gues are enclos’d, could nor contult the Benefit 
of thole Territories without yielding allo to him 
the Right and the Exercife of Rigat which the 
State of Milan had over them. Befides, thole Ter- 
titories having allways been a Place of Refuge ro 
the Malefactors, Affaifins, and Robbers, of Pie- 
mont, of the Montferrat, and of the Srate of Milan, 
who have pecperually difturb’d the Security and 
publick Tranquility of the Provinces bordering on 
the Territories, alone was a fufficicne 
Motive tothe Equity and juftice of bis late Im- 
perial Majefty to yield this Kighe to his Royal 
Highne(s ; and ought ro be one to the great Equi 
ty and Clemency of his Imperial Maj<ity now glo- 
rioufly reigning to make over the faid Righz to 
his Royal Highnefs, had nox the Ceilion of ic tu 
him been made by the Lreary : Much more ought 
it to prevail with him to give Order for bis being 
pur into the quasi Poifeilion of it, in Bxecution of 
that Treacy. 
24. ‘ And therefore, under no Pretext can the 
* Order be refus'd which his Royal Highnefs de- 

mands, for putting hia into Poffeifion fea quasi of 
‘the Right or of the Bsxercife of the Right thac 
* might belong so the Duke of Milan on the fern- 
tories of Langues ; withouc giving Occafioa to 
have it thoughc, that the Execution of the Lreary 
has been delay’d without Caufe, not only wich 
refpect to this Head, but likewife to others ; and 
withonc neceifitating his Royal Highnefs to make 
Ule of the Right he has acquir'd by the Treaty, 
which transferrs to him the qua/i Poffeilion of the 
Right on che Territories of Langues, as well as the 
* Right ic felt.
